Throughout  the  paat  year,  our  services  have  continued  to  flourish,  and  the 
nusber  of  bur  benefiting  individuals  reminding  in  their  own  kjnes  is  increasing 
considerably.  3o  far  the  needs  of  one  hundred  such  persons  are  being  net.  Ve 
also  supply  the  residents  of  eight  Institutions  for  ths  Blind  with  Braills,  and 
rscordod  Lltsrsturs.

sre  plsased  to  infora  you  that  ssetion  of  our  servicae  has  continusd  to 
thrive.  Several  now  additions  of  Arabic  Bmille  Literature  have  been  added  to 
the  Library,  snking  a total  of  eight  hundred  and  twenty  titles,  falling  In 

two  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  volunes.  The  nuaber  of  books  in  foreign 
languages  has  risen  to  nine  hundred  and  ninety-six  titles,  falling  in  four  thousan'i 
nine  hundred  and  eighty  voluneu.  In  the  children's  Library  there  are  one  hundred 
and  ulxty-five  books,  wherea.*  the  nur.ber  of  recorded  books  haa  risen  to  one  hundred, 
two  hundred  and  fifty  Braille  books,  falling  in  seven  hundred  nnd  fifty  voluivoc,. 
Fifteen  recor-led  books,  falling  in  one  hundred  and  fifty  ta<«s,  have  been  given  out 
on  loan  in  the  course  of  the  year.  One  hundred  and  fifty  voluae.^  of  Arabic  Braille 
Literature  have  alao  been  donated  to  the  various  Schools,  Institutions, and  individuals.

This  Society  haa  not  faileo  in  its  endeavours  to  secure  for  the  Blind  of  the 
Area  the  nooeasary  aids  and  appliances,  in  spite  of  the  aiany  problena  and  great 
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expanse  •noount>i>r«l  in  cloarins  the  cqulpcent  out  of  ouutoM.  Aithou^^i  luey 
all  been  lionatnd  to  us  by  Christoff  el -Blinden-Mlasion,  uo  haro  yet  had  to  i>ay  about 
eigiit  hundred  pounds  sterling  duty.  However,  to  deny  our  Blind  this  kind  of  service 
because  of  the  additional  cost,  is  out  of  the  <iue.<tion,  particularly  ixa  it  ie  only 
thTou^  the  ut.«  of  such  aida  and  appliances  they  nan  bo.^  to  lead  a resonably  full 
and  independent  life.  Therefore  we  feel  that  we  have  an  oblij^tlon  to  msuue  this

He  are  plsased  to  infoir.  you  that  our  two  students.  Miss  Ai»hnh  Rushdl  and 
Nr.  Tour.ef  Al-kuldor  have  been  adaltted  to  the  African  Center  for  Beaearcb  and 
training  Staff  in  Kducation  sad  Kehabilitatlon  of  the  Blind.  All  expenses  are  being 
■at  by  the  Centre.  They  left  Anaan  fo  Tuniolan  on  Septaaber  the  eleventh.  Ve 
wish  then  every  success  and  j.ai-pines  there.  However,  their  travelling  expenses 
Other  additional  expenses  were  covered  by  this  Society.  This  has  so  far  aw>unted 
to  three  hundred  Jordanian  IJiiiars,  the  euivalent  of  four  hunlred  pounds  Sterling, 
four  other  students  have  been  adreittod  to  the  Rvangelienl  School  for  the  Blind, 

Beirut  for  a six  sonths  course  In  Telephony  training,  starting  la  January  1961. 

The  ezpane-e  for  the  oourne  will  be  uainly  covered  by  Bible  I^aad's  Society. 

This  course  has  been  aolayed  because  of  the  difficulties  of  cocuaicationa. 

Ihro^  the  Grace  of  Cod  and  the  generosity  of  our  good  frienda  we  were  able 
to  hold  the  Secona  Cultural  Contest  on  .-ay  the  second  at  the  I.M.C.A.  burnt  Jerusales. 
This  .voar-e  contest  was  not  xeroly  confined  to  Braille  kee.ilng  but  we  had  other 
iten.  on  the  progra-ne  aa  well  euoh  an  oonpetition.  euuuy-uriting  «.d  the 
recitation  of  faaoua  verses.  After  the  rerr»sh»«,ta  were  served,  prise,  for  all 
particlpwils  were  distributed  by  the  Provident  of  the  Society,  Mr.  A.Z.  Huaeaibeh. 

He  are  all  looking  forwarde  for  another  hap  y aooial  gathering  next  year.  The 
expensea  of  the  event  anount-vd  to  three  hundred  pounda  Sterling  mad  that  include. 
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the  cost  of  prleuB  whoih  haw  iiBirajr  been  don*t«d  by  Chriutoffel-Blinden-HleBlon. 


Indeed  «•  mey  Juatiflably  regard  the  firat  hehablXltetion  one  »onth’«  Juaewr 
Course  tlie  hiith  ligiit  of  our  actieitlee  for  the  yeer  1980.  Thie  eee  held  in 
Bible  Lands  rtoperty,  Helen  seller  House,  Seithanlna  Jei-uenle*.  The  course  had 
been  planned  to  coincide  elth  the  centenial  birth  of  Mae  Helen  Keller,  the  nlracle 
of  the  t.-enti«th  century,  who  is  our  best  eiaople  of  peroevaranoe  and  good  will, 
diiteen  Blind  studenta  eere  adaittad  to  tha  course.  Age  ranged  froa  aizteen  to 
thlety.  They  caae  from  all  parts  of  the  Weat  Bank  and  the  Sana  Strip.  The  aia  of 
the  course  aaa  to  train  these  young  non  and  eonen  in  »om  important  akilla  that  will 
help  thoa  Increase  their  Independence,  eo  paving  the  road  for  thair  eaploynent. 

Thro#  out  of  four  British  Inatructora  were  kindly  epared  froa  the  B.  I.I.B.  Clifton 
Spinney,  Hothlnghaa,  England  to  teach  Mobility,  Honercrafta,  and  Handicrafta.  for 
tha  remaining  aubjecta  taught  on  the  oourse,  which  included  Arabic  and  Rnglish 
typewriting.  Handwriting,  Braille  and  Music,  we  sought  the  help  and  enployaont  of 
local  epeclallats.  The  co»t  of  running  such  a course  was  eaoraaus,  amounting  to 
three  thousand  Pounda  Sterling.  Va  are  therefor  eitromely  grateful  to  Bible  Land 'a 
Society  for  covering  moot  of  the  er.penaes  and  for  the  eontrlbution  of  three  thouaand 
Eeuache  Kaka  that  wo  received  from  Christoffol-Blinden-Miaoloa.  The  course  proved 
to  ba  most  bwnericial,  and  we  wore  particularly  pleased  to  help  two  newlywBlind 
young  son  from  Gaaa  to  regain  confidence  as  well  as  a hc.i>e  and  danire  to  live. 
Hooevor,  this  first  atteept  clearly  revealed  to  us  that  the  nseds  for  running  auch 
couraajilManoa.  iany  of  our  students  , even  after  coapieting  their  secondary 
education,  are  lost  and  bewildordd  and  lacking  in  independence.  So  God  willing 
wo  hope  to  be  able  to  run  auch  a course  as  this,  whenever  opprtu^tAas  premit,  and 
parhaps  think  about  ostabliahing  a peraanent  set  up,,  he  would/be  able  to  onnur#  a 
follow  up  so  enabling  us  to  guarantee  thet  what  they  h;vo  been  taught  well  the 
fully  executed. 


Unfortunatiy,  this  year  had  its  sad  aide  also.  *lth  profound  grief  and  auch 
regret  wo  announce  the  death  of  Ilr.KV  Dajanl  at  the  age  of  seventy-three  which 
occurred  on  Hovoaber  the  second  1980.  Afounder  and  great  supporter  of  his  brother 
Hr.S.  bajanl,  the  oaner  of  the  idea.  They  worked  clo.ely  toghethnr  in  ?stabllshlng 
this  Society.  Since  his  brother's  death  five  years  ago,  he  took:  the  rospoasiblitica 
of  vice  tresideat  and  Treasurer.  Throughout  his  nrrvice  ha  showed  much  eathuaiasa, 
a keen  interest  in  the  affaire  of  the  Blind  and  for  tho  proaotion  of  this  doolety. 
which  ha  loved  until  hin  dying  lay.  Eh  is  a groat  loos  to  ua  all.  His  aamory  and 
good  deeda  will  remain  with  ua  forever.

Wo  tre  also  sorry  to  inform  you  that  Mr.J.H.  Hashweb,  another  founder  of  this 
Society,  who  occupied  the  Offiee  of  Secretary  during  the  years  1975  and  1976,  is 
now  seriously  ill.  Ho  will  no  longer  bo  able  to  share  with  us  our  actiritlos.  and 
his  long  experience,  valuable  advice  will  be  greatly  missed. 

It  appears  that  the  hopes  we  have  cherished  for  many  of  being  able  to  release

our  confiscated  piece  of  land  have  unfortunately  vanished.  A.11  these /we  have  had 
nothing  except  false  promises.  Our  only  remaining  hope  is  that  we  turn  our  eyes 
to  God,  and  ask  him  to  help  us  find  the  ways  and  means  of  securing  a building  for 
housing  this  establishment.  As  an  ionediate  solution  some  of  the  books  that  are 
not  very  much  on  demand  will  have  to  be  stored  else  where,  in  order  to  make  room 
for  our  new  additions,  until  we  know  the  will  of  God,  For  we  firmly  believe,  that 
"Ho  will  supply  all  our  needs.”
